We doubt, even, if Mr Sew- 
ard had any hand in promulgating 
either of the rumors. Ho is too sen- 
sible to raanifost his anxiety to effect 
a purobaso when be known that thiit 
anxiety would oauso an enhanced 
value to bo placed on the properly. 
As a proof of how well Sir Soward can 
keep a secret, obaervo the quiot man^ 
nor iu which tho purchase of Eussiaii 
America was LliVcted. Was there a 
single person connected with the 
Briiish Goveriunont or with the Hud- 
son Bay Company — whoso rights wore 
directly atl'octcd by the cession — who 
dreamed that noyjLiationrt were fjoini; 
on, iSlo. 'i iio newa ot the transfer 
fell like a thunderclap, and was is 
groat a surprise to the Americans in 
V/ashingtoii us it was tons hero within 
a faw degrees of the ceded territory.
